TAhere⸗ 
of the Sacrament of Chziſtes body aud blood 
is a moſt effectuall ratification, and particular 
Confirmation to euery right receiuer thereof by 
fapth. It it were other wile that wee coulde not 
get to be in Chʒiſt, and hee in vs by faith in him, 
but to accompliſh this it were neceſſary bodily 
to take him into vs by the mouth ot our bod yes,, 
then(fozalmuch as there were neuer any that di⸗ 

ed that cold bee blefſed, that died not in him) 

all the good Patriarkeg, Pꝛophets, and other 
ſeruantes of GD D that dyed befo2ze hee had 

am humane body, muſt bee condemned. But the 
contrary thereof is euident, in that Abraham is 
placed in ſtate of ſaluation] by Chutl, Luke, 16. 

24. &c. And that the beleeuers in Chꝛiſt to 
come are comfozted with this, that they ſhalbee 
with Abraham, Iſaac, and Iacob in the kings 
dome of heauen, Luke, 1 3.28. 29 * 
Paul is balde 1. Cor. 10.3. 4. to ſapofthem that 
were befoze Chꝛiſt, that . all ate one ſpiritu⸗ 


all meate, and _ the ſamg ſpiritual

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vdꝛinke, that wee doe, Chꝛiſt, which could not 
bee otherwiſe effectually , but by beleeuing 
aright in Chꝛiſt to come.

bour- by diligent vſeof the meanes, that God 
hath: appointed vs fo2 that purpoſe, to attayne 
to a right and ſound fayth in CRI ST, any 
to nouriſh it ſtill by the viſe of the ſame meanes, 
ſeeing thereby wee ſee it commeth to paſle, 
that wee put on Chꝛiſt and bee vnited vnto 
him, ſo that wee may bee ſayde (accozding 
to the vſuall phꝛaſe of the Scripture ) to bee 
in him, and conſequently alwayes found rea⸗ 
dy to dye in him. Of which number J count 
aſwell them that dyed befoze Chꝛiſt in a righe 
fayth in him to come, as ſince in him already 
come. 


But nowe (lealf wee deceine our ſelues in But not by 
thinking wee haue attayned vnto this fayth, 750 _ 
and ſo are in Chꝛiſt, when it is nothing lo) 
wee are diligently to conſider what manner 
of fayth that is, and of what nature it is, 
that woozketh this great and glozious effect. 
And the rather are wee diligently to con⸗ 
fider hereof becauſe this wooꝛde Fayth is not 
alwayes taken in one and the ſelfe-ſame ſig⸗ 
nification in the Scriptures; foz there are 
diners ſoztes and kindes of fayth. Under» Nor by 
ſtande therefoze ( Righte Honourable and che mira 
mann in our —_— Jeſus COD fuck uch ous 
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that it is not fides nuraculoſa i fapyth to wooʒke 
miracles by, that is, a reſolution by ſome extra⸗ 
oꝛdinarie meanes of Gods will towozke a won⸗ 
der, and therekoꝛe thereupon to attempt it in his 
name, and to bꝛing it to paſle, that maketh vs 
haue this felowſhippe with Chꝛiſt. Fox of ſuch 
as haue this faith wee reade thus, Mat. 7. 22. 23. 
Many wil ſap vnto me in that day ( ſaich Chꝛiſt 
Loꝛde, Lozde, haue wee not in thy name pꝛophe⸗ 
ciedꝰ And by thy name caſt out deuils? And 
done many great woozkes? And then will J 
pꝛokeſſe to them, J neuer knewe you, depart 
from mee vou woozkers of iniquitie. Neither 
is it an hiſtozicall faith oneiy, whereby wee 
aſſent to the trueth of thoſe thinges that are 
wꝛitten in the Scripture, Fo2 ( no doubt okit) 
the very deuils of hell are enkozced to peelde 
thus much to their ſmart and woe. And there⸗ 
foʒe we read Iames 2.19. The deuils beleeue

J Not by 
Cay further, that afaiththough ſeeming to bee the dead 
neuer ſoliuely in woozdes , pet if it bee fruit- aich. 


leſſein good woozkes, it is not the fayth that 
can make vs to bee in Chꝛiſt. Foz both imme⸗ 
diatly befoze the wooꝛdes of my tert, and in the 
ende thereof it is euident, that a faith accom- 
panied with good wozkes is here required. 
Foz befoze you reade, that John ſet downe 
theſe woꝛds, Mere is the patience of Saintes, 
here are they that keepe the commandements 
of GDD and the faith of Jeſus. And my 
text concludeth, that the wozkes of ſuch ac- 
companie them, as die in the Low. Fo! the 
true faith'purifieth the heart, Act. 1 5. 9. c it is 
of that nature, that it wozketh by loue, Gal. 
5.6. And therefoze as, though a man haue 
neuer {o charitable and curteous wo2des , pet 
if hee hate no deedes aunſwering thereunto,

Powbeit this J 
ſap, and thus J teach with Iames, not that J 
woulde haue vou to thinke, that faith ſaneth, 
92 iulkifieth any fo2 the woꝛthines or theſe wozks 
that followe it, and accompanie it. Foz ſo farre 
off am J, and wee all ought to bee from that, 
that wee may not once imagine, that fayth it 
lelle ſaueth oz iuſtiſieth any foꝛ the woozthines 
of it ſelfe, but onely fo2 and though the woze 
thines of Chꝛiſt the obiect thereof, whom it ape 
pehendeth and applieth with all his merites 
to her owner, and ſo thereby hee is iuſtiſted. 
But this J lap and conſtantly. affirme,that that

Fo? that appeareth to bee his ſenſe by 
his ſaying, Shew me thy faith out of thy wozke, 
Neither is his phaſe ſtraunge in ſaying that 
wozkes doe iuſtiſte, which doe but declare who 
is iuſtiſied. F oꝛ we ſap commonly, white haires 
make an olde man, and pet our meaning onely is 
that they declare him to bee an olde man. And 
foꝛ further p2oofe pet of this point, that it is 
not a faith in the lippes, but in the heart, not a 
woꝛdp, but a woꝛthie faith, that knitteth vs vn⸗ 
to Chꝛiſt, wee are to call ta our remembꝛance, 
that Chꝛiſt expꝛeſly (Joh. 1 5. 5. J ſayth, He that 
abideth in mee and Jin him, the ſame bꝛingeth 
foꝛth much kruit.

that we ſhould be made the righteouſneſle of 
160 in him.

kfoze he willeth the Laodiceans (Apoc. 3.) to 
cone to him, to bup of him ( but freely Iſa. 5. 
1.) long white garments to couer their na- 
kednes, Verſ.1 8. That is, to haue at his hands 
bp faich perfect righteouſneſle whereby they 
map be made righteous.

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him, how can it be J ſay any otherwiſe,but that

reade Apoc.3. 2 1. he laith, that he will grant to 
the that ouercome, to ſit with him in his thꝛone, 
10 hee ouercomming ſitteth with the father in 
is. 

But to palle from this point to the laſt 
particular bzanch of their faith, wherein they 
plainly confeſſe that their faith bꝛeedeth not in

doubtfulnes, whether it ſhalbee ſo in the end 
oꝛ no. J will eaſily grant them, that as long as 
they build beſide the only foundation Chyiff, 
as they doe vpon the latisfactions and merites 
of man, it cannot be otherwiſe. Nay Jſay furs 
ther, that ( loꝛalſmuch as there is no couenant be- 
twirt God and man of any ſaluation, but only 
in Chꝛiſt Jeſus the pꝛomiſed ſeede, fez all the 
pꝛomiſes runne in the ſingular number, In one 
which is Chꝛiſt, Gal. 3. 16. and they are all yea 
e amen in him, 2. Cor. 1. 20.) it is hoꝛrible pꝛe⸗ 
ſumption(ſo karre oft is it from being humilitie) 
fo2 the once to hope, oz to call in queſtion, whe⸗ 
ther they may oꝛ ſhalbee ſaued, ſeeking fo2 any 
part thereof. to2 any thing that is not he. Fox 
it is to looke after ſome ſoꝛt to bee ſaued after 
a 
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a meere fancie and deuiſe of man, full of rob⸗ 
berie and blaſphemie againſt Jeſus Chaift: 
which howe abſurd it is let any man iudge. And 
- as long as their owne conſciences enfozce them 
to confeſſe, that they haue no better faith than 
this, let them be aſfired that though they weare 
their tongues to the ſtumpes, and their knees 
till there growe hoznes on them in pꝛaiene⸗ 
to GDD fox their ſaluation, they ſhall neuer 
be heard. Foz it is wꝛitten Iam. 1. 6. 7. Let him 
alke in faith, and wauer not, oz he that wauereth 
is like the waue of the Sea toſt and caried a- 
waie: neither let that man thinke that he ſhall 
receiue any thing of the Low. And wherc⸗ 


as an aſſured confidence of ſaluation in Chyiſk 


is counted of chem pꝛelumption, J ſap they 
may be aſhamed but once to thinke 10. F 02 vnto 
the right beieeuer God hath firſt giuen his ge⸗ 
nerall pꝛomiſe, that ſuch a one whatſvcuer he be 
ſhall not periſh, but haue eternall like, Ioh. 
3.16. And this wozde is in wziting in the 
place befoze named, and els where verie of- 
ten in Gods booke, and in the vſe of the 
Dacramentes it ts particularly applied to 
euerie one that ſo beleeneth Roman. 4. verſ. 
11. And beſides al this the ſpirite of SOD 
inwardly in the hearts of all ſuch teacheth 
them to crie Abba, Father, Romanes.

to vnder- them, If therefoze J can pꝛooue, that by 


ſtande 


Babylon here wee haue to vnderſtande Rome, 
and that Antichꝛiſtianitie and Popery bee all 
one, then Jam lure, that they mult neeves 
graunt mp allunmption. Foz the ſirſt of theſe 
J doe boldly afrirme, that here by Babylon we 
mult vnderſtande Rome. My reaſons are theſe, 
The phꝛale vſed in this booke generally is 
figuratiue, and not literally to bee taken, 
and therefoze it is not likely, but by Babylon 
ts ment {ome other Citie, which fiicuratiuely 
might bee ſo termed. And it is euident, that Iohn 
ſpeaketh ok ſuch a Babylon, as floziſhed in his 
time, c ſhould long afcer, and pet that ſhoulde in 
the en? haue a fall: and therefoze not of Babylõ 
in Chaldea, foꝛ that was fallen and det ayed be- 
foze. Neither is it ſtraunge inthe Scripture 
£6 finde one Citie and people called by the name 
of anther, foꝛ the likelihood of manners betwirt 
the one, and the other. Foꝛ Iſai. 1.10. wee read, 
that GD D ſpeaketh thus to the Princes and 
people of Iſrael, that dwelt in Cana;Deare the 
wozde of the Lowe, O Princes of Sodome, 
hearken vnto the lawe ol our God, O people of 


Gomorrha. 
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Gomorrha. By which reaſõ moſt aptly after the 
ſame figure of ſpeach may Rome be called Ba- 
bylon,Fo2 as olde Babylon vered the Church 
in the olde Teſtament with long captiuitie, ſo 
ghath Rome done the Church of Chziſt in the 
newe; as that ouercame the Jewes and bur- 
ned their Citte , ſo hath alſo this doone bp 
Titus and Veſpaſian: as Babylon was the ſeate 
and kauntaine, when it floziſhed, of Jdolatrie 
and all abhomination, ſo hath Rome beene 
both in the time of the beaſt and his image, 
that is, both in the time of Paganiſme vnder 
the heathen Emperours, and nowe in the time 
of Papiſme vnder the Popes the Pꝛinces there⸗ 
of. And it is no ſmall reaſon to mooue vs by 
Babylon heere to vnderſtand Rome, that it is 
called Babylon the great Citie, that hath made 
all nations dꝛunke with the wine ofthe wzath 
of her foznication, that is , that hath infec- 
ted all nations with a falſe faith and religion, 
whereby men in falling from their faich onely 
in the true and onely hulband C NJ S T, 
fall to put their truſt and confidence in other 
thinges, that are not CYHRJST,and to com⸗ 
mitte foꝛnication ſpiritually with thole things 
foz the which the Lowe is wꝛoth with them. 
Which cannot bee ſapde of Babylon in Chal- 
dea, no2 of any other Cytic ſo called. 

E iüi Foꝛ 
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fo none of that name haue doone ſoſince Iohns 
time:but moſt fitly, as appeareth by view of the 
voptſh doctrine and faith, may be ſaid of Rome, 
and the Pꝛinces thereof the popes. So that thus 
pou ſee by the wap , that their glozy is turned 
to their ſhame. Foz they bꝛagge of their vniuer⸗ 
lalitie and generall conſent, which ye ſee heare 
(their doctrine being as you haue hard is a moſt 
plaine note of the Antichziſtian Babylon. But 
which ts of all reaſons the moſt fozcible, where⸗ 
as it cannot be denied, but by the purple, ſilken, 
and pꝛoud whoze of Babilon is ment Antichniſt, 
Apoc.17.4-their ſhee is deſcribed ſitting vppon 
a Crimſon coloꝛed beaſt full of names of blaſ- 
phemp, which had 7.heades and 10.hoznes verſ. 
3. which 7. heades are by the Angel verſ. g. ex⸗ 
pounded to be 7.mountatnes on which the wo⸗ 
man ſitteth. The names of the hilles be thele, 
Capitolinus, Palatinus, Auentinus, Cælius, Ex- 
quilinus, Viminalis, Quirinalis. And the wo⸗ 
man is ſaid verſ. 1 8. to be that great citie, which 
raigneth ouer the kings ol the earth. Then by 
which delcriptid it was impoſſible moze plainly 


to deſcribe Rome, which the was the miſtreſſe &

ſeate, vnt ill it were takẽ out ofthe way, 2. Theſ. 
2. 7. but to ſhew that the very ſeate of the 
Empire ſhould be his leate,and that the place 
muſt be left emptie foꝛ him by the departure of 
the Emperoz from thence befoze he could come 
into his chetre ofpeltilence ? The papiſts them⸗ 
ſelues conteſſe that this is Pauls meaning there, 
And therfo2e Sanders in his booke of the viſible 
Monarchie in his 4. demonſtration foz the de⸗ 
fence ot the Pope confeſſeth that Hierom in his 
11.queſtion to Algaſia, Tertulliã in his Apolo- 
gie againſt the Gentiles, that Chryſoſt. vpon 
the place it ſelf, and Auguſt. in his 20. booke de 
Ciuitate Dei cap. 19. (vnto whom he might 
adde Ambroſe, Irenæus, Lactantius, with di⸗ 
uers others allo )do vnderſtande Paul thereby f 
to meane the Romane Empire, Which when | 
indeed it decatedinthe Weſt, and tooke his ſeat ; 
inyEaſt at Cõſtantinople the Popes found to 
be ſo taken out of their way, that (as experience 1 

ct all ſtoʒies confirme) quickly after they grew 
to be ſo Emperozltke in the Tleſt, that in their 1

mater, that it is as good as quite taken out of 
their way, they may do fo} all it, what it pleaſeth 
them: and the other part ol the Empire is [wal 
lowed vp ol the Turke. Laſtly you are to vnoer⸗ 
ſtand, that J am not the firſt, that by Babylon 
here vnderſtãd Rome. Foꝛ euen then when thele 
viltons of Iohn were far harder to be vnderſtood 
than now, in thar now experience hach opened 
many of them, which it bad not then, the ancient 
fathers many of them lawe that by Babylon 
here was ment Rome. As fo; example, Tertulliã 
contra Iudęos, and Hierom in diuerſe places, as 
in his 1 1. queſtion to Algaſia, in his preface ot 
Didimus booke of the holy Ghoſt, and in his 2. 
booke againſt Iouinian, Pea our Rhemiſtes in 
their notes vpon the laſt of the firſt of Peter ear⸗ 
neſtly contend to pꝛoue, that there by Baby- 
lon is meant Rome, and vppon the 17. of John 
they dare not flatly deny, but p there, by Babylõ 
the ſeate or the ſtrumpet, may bee vnderſtood 
Rome. Ulhercfoze theſe reaſons conſidered J 
That the caelude, that by Babylon here is ment Rome. 
=. Hea hut pet pou ſhal not find it ſo eaſie a matter 
cichriſtian ta pꝛoue the popiſh faith to be Antichꝛiſtian, they 
will fap. Des vertly:to2 euen that, which J haue 


preached at Cheanies, 65 
already ſaide in the deſcription and conkutation 
of their faith, pꝛoueth it to be Antichziſtian. Fox 
if Antichꝛiſt be he that is an aduerlary to Chziſt, 
and ik he be an aduerſarie to Chziſt, that robbeth 
him ol that honour and gloꝛp, that is due vnto 
him, then it cannot be but that the popiſh faith is 
Antichꝛiſtian. But S. Iohn, ſay they. in his firſt 
Epiſtle cap. 4. 3. hathplatuly told vs, that that 
ſpirite that confeſſethnot that Jeſus Chaift is 
come in the fleſhe , that is the ſpirite of Antt- 
chziſt , Thereby they would gather, that they 
cannot be Antichziſtian, becauſe they confeſle, 
that Chꝛiſt is come in the fleſh⸗/ J anlwere them 
with Aug. woꝛds vpon S. Iohns epiſtle tract. 3. 
Non attendamus ad linguam, ſed ad facta, & c. Let 
vs not conſider what they lay, but what they do. 
Fo? if they all ſhould be aſked with one mouth, 
they would cõfeſſe the Lozd Jeſus to be Chꝑiſt. 
But let their tongue ſtaie a while, & aſke their 
life:fo2 howſoeuer in woꝛdes they confeſle , that 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt is come in the fleſh,yet indeed and 
truth they deny it. Foz he that demeth the fruit + 
caulſe ot his cõming (which was as J haue p20- 
ued to be a ful, whole, x ſole ſauiour in himſelf + 
by himſelt ) they deny his coming indeed & truth, 
whatſoeuer they ſap in woꝛds. And this is euidẽt 
in thẽ, in p they truſt not to his ſatisfactios & me 
rits, wout adding thereto their own in the cauſe 
of their laluation.

Chꝛiſt to be come in y fleſh, yet becauſe indeed 
& truth they will not let him be pꝛieſt alone, to 
offer p2opitiatopy lacriſice: king alone, to go⸗ 
uerne by his owne oꝛders: pꝛophet alone, to in⸗ 
ſtruct by his owne woꝛde: but (as it is moſt e⸗ 
uident) ioyne vnto him a ſucceſſion of pꝛieſts to 
iterate his ſacrifice , which he offered once fox 
all, Heb.9.25.26.alter his lawes and ozders,ad 
and detract at their pleaſure too and fro his re- 
uealed and wꝛitten woꝛde, as the face and pꝛa⸗ 
ctiſe of their Church teacheth,in deed c truth 
they denie that he is come in the fleſh. And it ap⸗ 
peareth be the pꝛophecies that we haue in the 
ſcripture ot Antichziſt, that he ſhall not be lo 
blunt a foole, as flatly and in plame tearmes to 
denie ſo manifeſt an article of fayth, as this is, 
but he and his ſhall come and ſet abꝛoach theit 
falſe voctrin thꝛough hypocriſie.

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that not all at once and openly ſhal ſhew it ſelfe, 
but that ſhall come in by ſoft & ſtealing pales 
ſo ſh20wdeed and hidde vnder a ſhew of godlt- 
nes, v it ſhould not eaſily be eſpied.

foꝛe Chꝛiſt Mat. x 3.25-26.copareth this badde 
ſeed to tares, which the good ſeedmans foe ſow:

eſpied by and by ol the good ſeedmans houſhold, 
nay not vntill the blade was ſpꝛung vp. And 
therfoze Saunders is but a foole from hence to 
dzawe a demonſtration that the Pope is not 
Antichziſt, becauſe in wozdes he confelleth 
Chiiſt. How could he be ignozat , that it is no⸗ 
ted Apoc. 17.4.that the Babyloniſh harlotte is 
deſcribed to hould out vnto others her abomina⸗ 
tions and filthte foznications in a golden cuppe: 
that is, that it ſhould be p pꝛopertie of Antichꝛiſt 
the moꝛe to allure men td recieue his religion) 
to colour it with as glozious ſhewes of Catho⸗ 
lique andChuſtian religion, as he could deuiſc. 
By which note by the wap we may lee, how 
vaine that their great reaſon is, whereof our 
late Jeluites, and Rhennſtes bꝛagge ſo much, 
namely that therefoꝛe Popery cannot be Anti⸗ 
Ichziſtianitie, becaule itcãnot be ſhewed (as they 
ſap) in what Emperozs time it beganne, x that 
| it was then eſpied and reſiſted as ſoone as it be⸗ 
ganne. Foz howloeuer it be the nature of ſome. 
1 other 
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other hereſies to beginne at once and to ſhew 
t hemſelues bluntly, as bad as they be, at the irt, 
pet we ſee it is not ſo with Antichniſtianitie, the 
molt perilous apoſtaſte, and hotch potch of all 
hereſies. And therefoze it is no moe pꝛooke 
that poperie is not antichziſtianity, ik it cold not 
be told when it firſt came in, and who then by g 
by with; ſtoode it, than it had been, that the 
tares were no tares ( whẽ euidently by cõparing 
ol them with the wheat they ſhewed themſelues 
to beſo) becauſe that they that then eſpied them 
cold not tel when they were ſo wen, and that any 
reliſted the ſower thereof, when he went about

theirs, Foz (no doubt of it) they knowe and

quent whereofis this, that in deed they neither

Non credit in Deum, qus in eo ſolo non collocat to- 
nus ſas ſalutis fiduciam: he beleeucth not at al in 
God, which repoleth not in him alone the confis 
dence of his whole ſaluatton.

Thich to be ſo, who⸗ 
fouer with a ſingle eie will but coſider the pꝛo⸗ 
pheſtes and deſcriptions of Antichziſt and his 
kingdome, 2. Theſſ. 2. 1. Tim .4. and thzough 


this booke of the reuelation, and compare them 


withthe kingdome of popery, ſhall ſee moſt eui⸗ 
dently, Foz if time and opoꝛtunitie now would 
permitte me, J would not doubt to make it 
moſt clearlie appeare to euery one heare pꝛelent 
that there was neuer cote made fitter fo2 mas 
bodie , 02 gloue fo2 his hand than theſe delcri⸗ 
tions be fo2 popery. Fo? a litle taſte whereof, 
conſider either the oꝛiginall, the manner ol pꝛo- 
ceeding and growing to his perfection , the 
floꝛiſhing eſtate, the qualities oz conſumption 
of Antichꝛiſt ſet downe in thele places, and pou 
ſhal finde them all notably to ſitte the papacie. 
Hts oꝛiginal is ſayd to be from the earth, Re. 
13. 1 1. And 2. Theſſ. 2. we read that the myſte⸗ 
ry of his iniquitie was wozking in Pauls time. 
In that no doubt (as it appareth by the occa⸗ 
ſion that Paul had to wiite as he did, top Gala- 
thians) there were euen thẽ falſe Apoſtles, that 
taught men to ſeeke their ſaluation partly by 
their owne merites, and not onely by 9 - 
pt 
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Chyilf: And whence is popery ſpꝛung, but euen 
krom the earth, that is from earthly and not hea⸗ 
nenly groundes, from the wit and will of foolith 
man and vncertaine tradit ions ofearthlpmen? 
And who ſeeth not that che falſe Apoſtles vo- 
ttrine in Galatia is the verie ground of al pope- 
ry?Þis maner of pzoceeving(asyvithais heard) 
is by hypꝛocriſte, ¶ as you may further obſerne) 
byfalſe myꝛzacles, 2. Theſ. 2. g. and when thele 
wall not ſerue, by extreme perſecution without 
all mercie againſt the faithfull witneſſes of the 
truth, Apoc. 17.6. Al which haue bin the ſteps, 
whereby popery hath pzoceeded and growen to 
his perfection, as experience moſt euidently hath 
taught. Antichzift could not filly be boꝛne, that 
is, ſhew himlelfeindeede in his right colours (as 
vou haue heard) vntil the Nomane Empire was 
remoued out of his way, but then hee ſhoulde. 
Mhich in ſtozies wee ſee iuſtly verified in the 
papacp. Foꝛ vntil the leat of the Empire was re⸗ 
moued frõ Rome, to Conſtantinople, & the em- 
pire in p Weit decaied, the popes cyalenged not 
to themlelues their blaſphemous # Antichꝛiſtiã 
ritles, But ſhoxtly after in the murtherer Pho- 
cas his time they tooke them vpon them. Anti⸗ 
chꝛiſts floziſhing eſtate is defcribed to be ſuch. y 
al nations ſhalbe made dꝛunkẽ with the wine ot 
the wꝛath of her foꝛmiration ,# kings ſhal cũmit 
foznication with her, Apoc. 1 8. 2. that is, there

cing Antichꝛiſtes religion: and it is ſet forth to 
be wonderfull pompuons, magnilicent,#mate- 
ſticall fo2 the wealth and bzauerp ofthe wozld, 
chap. 17. . which be two of the things that po⸗ 
pery bzaggeth of , c triumpheth to2 againſt the 
true Church of Chizilf, As fo2 his qualities, we 
read 1. Tim.4-2.3.that he ſhall teach that there 
lyeth great holpneſle in abſtepning fro mariage 
and meates: and that theretoze he ſhall fozbidde 
mariage and cũmand abſtinence from meates; 
and that he ſhall ſpeake woꝛdes full of blaſphe⸗ 
mie, as we read, Apoc.17,3.And that he ſhalbe 
an aduerſarie, that eralteth himſelf againſt all 
that is called God,oz that is wozſhipped.ſitting 
as God inthe temple of God, ſhewing himlelke 
that he is god,2.The(.2.4.Df which qualities p 
two firſt are notozioully ſeen inpopery , in foꝛ⸗ 
bidding the mariage ofminiſters, and in the cõ⸗ 
maunding, as a holy and meritorious thing, abs 
ſtinence from fleſh. And as foꝛ the reſt, who can 
conſider, how the Popes haue bzought kinges 
and pꝛinces vader to do them moſt baſe ſeruice, 
and what otherwiſe they haue taken vpon them 
and do ſtill to make lawes beſides and often cõ⸗ 
trary to the wozde wꝛitten, to binde conſciences 
pet vnder paine ol damnation to obey; how they 
call them ſelues heades ofthe vniuerſall church, 
which is Chziftes ſpeciall, and peculiar title, 
Coloſſ. 1. Epheſ. 1. how they take vppon 


them to foꝛgiue — and to conferre vppon 
beggerly 
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beggerly creatures by the halowing ok them. 
power to put away finnes, but he muſt be en- 
fo2ccd to confeſle,that all the other qualities are 
feene and found notoztoully in the raſe sf popes 
fo2 a long time? Laſtly as it is pꝛophecied that 
by the ſpirite of Gods mouth 2. Thel. 2. 8. An⸗ 
tichꝛiſt ſhall conſumez and after the ſound of the 
Golpell againe, that Babylon ſhall fall, Apoc. 
14. d. ſo( the Loꝛdes name be pꝛaiſed fo it) we 
haue ſeene by experience papacie fallen into a 
great conſumption, and the popes credite & au⸗ 
toꝛitie verie wel fallen alſo in the conſciences of 
men by the pꝛeaching of the goſpell againe in 
theſe latter dapes, And to dur comfozt we may 
learne out ofthe 2. to the Theſ.2. 8. that his con- 
ſumptis ts ſo deadly, chat he ſhal neuer recouer it 
vntil he be quite aboliſhed by the bꝛightnes of 
Chziſts comming, If he therefoze win a litle in 
one place, boch he and his may learne by this to 
make their account, that they ſhall looſe moꝛe in 
another. In ſteade therefoze of hoping a- 
gaine foꝛ their golden day, let them learne foꝛ 
the fall of Babylon, which 1s irrecouerable, 
to take vppe weeping and wailing , and to 
cry alas, alas, fo2 the great citie, as it 1s 
pꝛophecied that Antichziſtes friendes ſhall 
do at his fall, Apocalypſ.

Pee hath filled the — 
gry with good things e the rich he hath ſent emp 
tie away. They ther koze that by kaith would find 
Chꝛiſt, x ſo be raiſed vp. mull firſt go to ſchole w 
the law. to learne thereby elfectually the fozmex 
leſſons:foꝛ the lawe is our ſcholemaſter to bzing 
vs to Chꝛiſt, Gal. 3. 24. that ſo they ſiimmding out 
the depth & grieuoulnes of their ſpiritual licknes 
may ſeeke a ſit & lufficiẽt plaiſter & ſalue to heale 
tt cure it. Anto which eſtate when the Lozd hath 
bꝛoght his, knowing p light after darknes, helth 
after ſicknes, felicity after taſt ot miſery wil be p 
moꝛe welcome & moze thakfully recemed, the el. 
fectuallie he cauſeth thẽ ſo to pzofit by p doctrine 
ofthe Goſpell , that fir ſt thereby they attaine to 
a ſound c right knowlege of Jeſus Chuiſf, what 
he is in perſon, what he is in office, In perſon, 
that he is the ſecond perſon in the Trinitie, very 
God, and very man allo: & yet that he is but one 
perſon conſiſting oftheſe two natures. In office, 
king, pꝛieſt, c pꝛophet, the only meſſias c meanes 
to be ſaued by. CUhich laluation therby alſo they 
learnc,he hath dearly & fully merited in & by his 
own abalement, in v he became man, ltued, died, 
was buried, t deſcẽded into hel: therby likewiſe 
they learn, that by his aduancemẽt, that is, by his 
reſurrection, aſcenſts, ſitting on the right hand 


ofhis father , he is now able to beſtowe enn 
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che ſame ſaluation by him ſelfe ſo merſted to all 
that be his.TUhereupon they take occaſion ſtead:

The w 2 
places (it there were no moꝛe to be foitd through 
out the whole (cripture) were ſufticit̃t to put vs 
aut of al doubt, that there is no part of laluation 
F 1ut to 
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to be looked fog, but only in, thzaugh, and foꝛ Je⸗ 
ſus Chꝛiſt. And therfoze the greater is p iudge⸗ 
ment of God vpon the Church of Rome, which 
notwithſtanding theſe places will yet leeke fox 
ſome part ofthe cauſe of their ſaluation by their 
owne ſatisfactions and merites. But we, to 
whomh e Loꝛd hath giuen grace to lee the glo⸗ 
rious riches, which he hath pꝛepared fo2 vs in 
this his ſon , hereby may be aſſured, that ſeeing 
there lacketh in Chꝛiſt, neither ablenes,no2 wil⸗ 
lingnes to be ſuch a one, that without all wa⸗ 
uering we may be bould to beleeue that God is 
both able and willing freely and fully, ſoly, and 
wholp to iuſtiſte vs here, and to gloziſie vs elle⸗ 
where, fo2 this his ſonnes ſake alone. Which 
perſuaſion grounded vpon this and other ſuch 
groundes in the ſcripture befoze touched, is that 
which J boldly affirme vnto vou, to be the fapth 
that indeed maketh vs ta be in the Lo2d, and ſo 
readie to die in the Lozd, J erhozt you therefoze 
as many as be deſirous to die in p. Loʒd, to ſeele 
in time by this kayth to liue in the Lo2d, Nemd⸗ 
ber that it is the Loꝛdes gift, and that by the oꝛ⸗ 
dinarie means ofthe woꝛde pꝛeached, Gal.

eth, vntill it be reared againe Eccleſ. 1 1. 3. and 
the dead haue no poꝛttö ot any thing, that is done 
vnder the Sun, Ec. 19.6. And we lee by Chyilts 
parable, Mat. 25. 10. c. that the fooliſh virgines 
that lacking oyle in their lampes of their owne, 
lought it at the handes ot others, could get none, 
though they would neuer lo faine haue had ſome 
of the, what loeuer it had coli the, ⁊ ſo were ſhut 


out froencring in with the bꝛidegrome into his 
chamber. © therefoze the ſpirituall craftines 


of yoperte , firſt in deuiling that there is a third 
place betweene hell and heauen, oz a meane 
place called Purgatoꝛie fo ſoules departed to 
Noe vnto betoze they goe to heauen: and then in 
inuenting ſuch a reliefe fo2 them whe they were 
gone thither by others. Foꝛ by the firſt they put 
loules departing in ſuch feare, that they cared 
not what they gaue, and dep2tued their heires, 
wiues, and other childꝛen ot, to buy at their hãds 
their pꝛayers, maſles, pardones, whereby they 
wonderfully to the ſpoile of others inriched 
themlelues: and by the latter they greatly oc- 
caſtoned men to bee llacke in godlineſle, and 
looſe in life, whiles health laſted, vppon hope of 
this pꝛouiſion in the ende, and allo ſo led _

from the pꝛeſent faith in Chꝛiſt to a fayth in 
thele things, and conf! eguently murthered their 
ſoules, and pet marueloullie WIR them 
ſelues . Thereby they haue pꝛaued themlelues 
to bee the cruelleſt, cunningeſt, _ greateſt 
theeues, that euer were in the wozlde. They 
may well pꝛetende Scriptures, fathers and rea⸗ 
ſons fo2 this their deuiſe, thereby to bleare 
the eyes of the ſimple, it is ſo paſſing caineſil 
vnto them: but in deede and trueth the very 
onely roote and fountaine thereof was inlacia⸗ 
ble couetouſneſſe to inrich them- ſelues they ca⸗ 
red not howe, and intollerable ambition to lift 
vp themlelues into credit among the people, in 
that thus they made them beleeue it lay in their 


handes to eale them of the paines of Purgato2y, 


and to lende them to heauen. As foꝛ ſcriptures 
Roffenſis, Perionius, & Soto are infoꝛted to tũ⸗ 
feſſe ( yet they were great papiſtes ) they haue 
none plain inough to pꝛaue it. And how can they, 
ſeeing Chuilt the father ofthe ſcriptures hath di⸗ 
uided al mẽ but into two ſoꝛts, beleeuers in him. 
t not beleeuers in him, lohn. 3. 1 8. and hath told 


vs there are two wayes onely, the one bzoade 


leading to hell and the other ſtreite, leading 
to heauen, Matth. 7. 13. 14 Luk. 13. 24. pla- 
cing (koꝛ further erplicaticn ot his mind concer- 
ning the ſtate ol thole two ſoꝛtes of men taking 
the one of thoſe two waies) Lazarus an example 


of the one ſozt ſtreight in toy and kelititie, and 
. the 
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the rich gluttõ example of the other ſoꝛt ſfreight 
in hell after death Luke 16. And truly as fo2 
Fathers to pꝛoue their Purgatozie withal they 
are to ſeek alſo. Some ot them (as Origen & his 
folowers ) imagine apurgatozie,thzough which 
both good c bad ſhal go, @ wherein the wicked 
and the diuell allo after the iudgement in the 
end after long toꝛments ſhal be ſaued.TUhich 
beaſtly hereſie Auguſtine woꝛthily condemneth 
Econfuteth in dinerſe places, as they wel know. 
And J am ſure they wil not hold ſuch a purga⸗ 
toʒy ueither. Some other as Theodor, Aecume- 
mus, Alcuinas )talk of à purgatoꝛp fire at the laſt 
day wherewith Chꝛiſt ſhall come, when be com. 
meth in glozy,as they imagine: thꝛough which al 
ſhal paſle: but chis is not theiprurgatozy:neither 
ts it any thing but a mere phanſie indeed. Some 
other, among whom Aug. is (as they take it) the 
chiele man, leeme ſomwhat to allow their purga 
tozie:but in deed the chiet places which they cite 
out ok him fo it, are luch, where he ſpeaketh but 
doubtfully as thus, Forſitan verum oft : non eſt 
encredibile : An ſit queri poteſt : that is, per⸗ 
haps it is ſo: It is not altogeather incredi⸗ 
ble: It may be a queſtion, whether there be any 
ſuch place oꝛ no, as in his book de Ciuitate Dei 
lib. 21. cap. 26. &. in Enchrid. cap. 6. And pet in 
diuers other places (belike better aduiled, and 
moe ſettled) he flatly determineth, that there is 


no luch third place. Foz in a lermon ok his de v4- 


nitati 
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nitate hiuus ſæculi, I read thus, Scitote vor 
quod cum anima à corpore auellit ur ſtatim in para- 
diſs icollocatur , ant in inferni tartara precipita- 
tur, that is, Know pee, that when the ſoule is 
taken from the body either by and by it is placed 
in paradiſe o2 thꝛowen into hell , And in his 
Hypognoſticon the 5. booke he ſayth thus, The 
firſt place the Catholique fayth by Gods autho⸗ 
ritie beleeueth to be the kingdome of heauen, 
the ſecond place that ſame catholtke faith be- 
leeueth to be hel, where all runnagates and all 
that are without the fayth of Chꝛiſt ſhall taſt 
everlaſting puniſhment. As fo2 any third place 
penztus ignoramus, that is, wee vtterly knowe 
none ſayth he, neither ſhall we find in the holy 
ſcriptures v there is any ſuch. And in his booke 
de peccatorm meritis ca. 28. he hath theſe wozds, 
Nom eſt vlli vllus medius locus, there is no midle 
place foꝛ any. And truly foz the relceuing ot 
ſouls departed by thinges done foz them heere 
by others as pou haue hard the ſcriptures are 
againſt them, ſo the fathers be alſo, Foꝛ Augu- 
ſtine ſayth flatly to Heſichius epiſt. 80. In 
what ſtate thy dying day findeth thee , the laſt 
day alſo ſhall come vpon thee, And Hiers, vpon 
the . ol Eccleſ. befoꝑe alleadged, gathereth that 
there can nothing be added to the dead by any 
thing done herakter, And the like doeth Theo- 
doret in his 60. quæſtiõ gather of Abrahãs au- 
ſwere to pᷣ rich glutton Luc. 16. And accoꝛdingly 


wziteth 
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wht 2picerh Cypria de mortalitate,ſaying , Quali re 

2 :cnit Deus ca hic enocat tale pariter & iudicat, 

has is, In what ſtate Gad findeth thee when 
he calleth thee hẽce, luch a one he will allo iudge 
= In deed they may haue theſe fathers ; the 
heathen Whilalopher Plato in his Gorgia, Ho- 
mer in his 1. f 3. Ode, Virgil in his 6. baskeok 
AEnzas, Ouid in his 2 Faſtorũ. Ariſtotle, the 
Alcoran, and {itch like to ictch their purgatoꝛy 
from , others of any lounde credite they haue 
none. And as fo? their reaſons they are but dil⸗ 
courles of their swue witte , oꝛ © others like 
themlelues laſte befozenamed , And their beſt 
are, when thep are dziuen to the vtmoſt, but 

counterkaite wzitinges of fathers kalllie bea- 
ring their names, x wꝛit by ſome of their owne 
crew of later time, falſe tailes, lying appari⸗ 
tions ot men and diuels. Fo2 rather than Pur⸗ 
gatoꝛie ſhalbe left without an authoꝛ, che diuel 
ſhalbe he, and they will make much ok his au⸗ 
thozitie alſo, Foz they wꝛite in Lombardica 
hiſtoria, that S. Odilio at Vulcania of Cicilia 
hearing that the howlinges and cries ok diuels 
were hard mourning that ſouls were take from 
them akter their departure out ok the bodie by 
the almes & pꝛaiers ok their friends liuing cau⸗ 
ſed the feaſt ofthe comemozation of the dead fo2 
the relief ok ſoules in purgatoꝛie to be o2detned, 
The truth! is, dearly beloued, that their doctrine 


inthis point is ſuch, that il ten thouland angels 
and

al the fathers ſhould tel vs that it were true, 
we ought to hold boch them and their aſſertion 
accurſed,it is ſo blaſphemous & iniurious to the 
precious bloodſhed of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, the onely 
purgatozie indeed both of ſoul and body. Foz to 
manteyn this they firſt muſt hold that the me⸗ 
rites and ſatisfactions of Chꝛiſt are not ſuffict- 
ent of them ſelues,and by them ſelues (without 
theſe paines ſuffering in purgatozte allo, and 
this other relie te) toſaue the ſoule of the belee⸗ 
uer in him. Secondly theynufk holde, that in 
the blood of Chaiſt the beleeuer hath foꝛgiuenes 
of ſinnes , but not of the puniſhment dew there⸗ 


t foze , Thirdly that God is ſuch a God as will 


puniſh a ſoule with ſuch helliſh toꝛmentes fo2 
ſame ſinnes, which he hath allreadie foꝛgiuen 


in his ſonne, and therfoze pzomiſed to remem⸗ 
| bernomoze,Heb. 10.17, And laſtly they muſk 


attribute power to doe that to the pames ofpur- 


. gatoꝛie, &fo this their relief, that they talke of, 


which they hold the blood oCThꝛiſt hath not done 
without theſe to ſuch. Hou ſee therfo2e that theſe 


fellowes that are ſo buſie in purgatozie are wel 


wooꝛthie fo2 their labour to finde nothing els 


when they depart, but hel and helliſh tozments. 
And no doubt of it they ſel heauen ſo kaſt to o⸗ 


thers, that (ik they repent not) there will be no 
place els lefte fo2 them but hell. But to leaue 
them to their fayned king the pope, and to this 
his new kingdome, which he hath .

table inheritaunce thus freely p2epared-fo2 
vs. And yet when wee come to the inheritance, 
becauſe it commeth after theſe our wozkes, af:

Again there 
is great ods bet wixt thele two queſtions, who 
ſhalbe ſaued, and why man ſhalbe ſaued: To the 
foꝛmer we anſ were, the well woꝛker:to the later 
only fo2 Chꝛiſts ſake appꝛehended by faith. And 
therefoꝛe take this foꝛ the concluſion, we ſhal be 
iudged Secundi operum indicium, non propter ope- 
rum meritũ, accoꝛding to the teſtimonie that our 
wozks giue of vs. not foꝛ the merit of our wozks. 
Fon it is waitten Epheſ. 2. 8. 9. Ve are ſaued by 
grace thꝛough faith, v not ot our ſelues:it is the 
gift of god mot of wozks, leſt any man ſhuld boaſt 
biniſelf. And pet this doctrine neither — 
alct 
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Kaieth at all from good wozkes, but is the only 


fountaine in deede from whence all true wozkes 
do ſpꝛing c flow, And therefo2e the Apo. Paul( as 
you may obſerue thzoughout al his epiſtles ) firſt 
labozethztoſet down this doctrine, '# the thereu⸗ 
pon after buildetherhoztation to godlines oflife: 
and the like courſe tooke Peter as you map ſee in 
his firſt epiſtle. And yet theſe knew how to pꝛo⸗ 


uoke to good woozkes, and in no caſe map bee 


counted teachers of a doctrine enimie to good 
woozkes . Dea there is none in deede that 
hath grate to imbzace this doctrine effectually, 
but thereby hee feeleth by experience his hart ſo 
enflamed with loue towards God fo? his infinite 
mercie hereby diſplated vnto him both in lauing 
him from periſhing, e in thus freely pꝛeparing 
heauen fo2 him, that from that loue of his there 
floweth riuers and flouds of al thankefulnes in al 
true obedizce to his God, wherein hee walketh 
chearfully c comfo2tably. But the papiſts being 
baſtards and no lawfull childꝛen of the Lo2d, be⸗ 
ing not aſſured of this full and free fauour ofhis 
towardes them, of a lautth fear e, and with a ſer⸗ 
uile mind to earne heauen at his hands doe that 
good which they doe, Thich in deed in matter & 
maner ot doing is ſuch. that though it carrie the 


ſew of godlines, yet it is not lo in deed. Fo2 the 
matter ot good wozkes they will not fetch wars 
rant onely from gods reuealed wil in his woꝛde, 
but matter good inough with them koz pl _ 
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wozkets any thing ko2 the which they can allege 
à traditiõ of the elders oꝛ their own good intent, 
CUhich kind of woꝛks the Loꝛd reiecteth as ſtin⸗ 
king in his ſight, Ila. 29.1 3. Mat. 1 5. 9. & Co. a2. 
20. c. And as to} their maner ol doing, it is like 
the phariſes ioyned with a conceite, chat therfoze 
they may delpile others, and truſt to be heard at 
Gods handes fo2 the merite of their woozkes, 
Mhich kinde of doing Chziſt hath condemned, 
Mat. 6. 1. & Luke. 1 8. 9. &c. in toꝛbidding vs to 
do our woꝛka as the phariſees did, x in ſending 
home the pꝛoud pyariſce vaiuffified. And theres 
fore in very deede, as they are without all true 
chuſtian tayth, ſo are they without all true good 
woꝛks. And therefoze wholoeuer hath any thing 
to comfoꝛt himſelte by this place, it is none of 
them. No doubt ok it, this noble man, whole bo- 
die lieth here amõgſt vs to be entombed, though 
euen in outwarde ſhewe of almes giuing and o⸗ 
ther good wozkes hec ouermatched moſt merit⸗ 
mongers, vet ſeeing hee truſted onely tothe mes 
rites of Chꝛiſt, and neuer to his owne woozkes, 
but did them ouly or loue and thankefulneſſe tos 
wardes his God, is among thole, of whome it is 
here laid, Their wozkes accompanie them, and 


cherkoꝛe now is in ioytull fruition ofthe reward 


thereof.7Tlhole example as wee that bee of the 
{ame faith are to followe, that ſo with him wee 
may bee in euerlaſting remembꝛance both with 
God, aud good nien, (as no doubt hee ſhall) lo it 
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preached at Cheanies. 109 
is an example to ſtoppe the months of the adver- 


ſaries, that lyinxlp crie out that they that bee of 


our religion haue no goad woozkes following 
them. 

Thus at laft( right honourable and dearly be⸗ 
loued)we haue runne thozow this poꝛtiõ or lcrip⸗ 
ture, and conſidered both the generall and parti⸗ 
cular vſe thereof. And ſo firſt we haue heard how 
ſtrongly it is warranted to conteine nothing, but 
ſoũd truth: namely that not whofoeuer knoweth 
02 cõmeth nie, but whoſoener is by a true c altue- 
ly faith vnited vnto chꝛiſt, & dieth in him, ( which 
is neither a miraculous, hiſtozicall, tempozarie, 
dead, oꝛ popiſh laith, but a faith ſeeking and ap⸗ 

pꝛehending laluation enelp in Chꝛiſt Jeſus ſhal 
thecefopth be bleſſed immediatly in reſting from 
all woe tn body and ſovle, and in entring vppon 
poſleſſion of their enerlafeing rewerd: and then 
thereby moze particularly we haue oblerued, v 
therfoꝛe the body riſcth againe, end that p ſoul? 
is neither moꝛtall no} gecpeth, that there is no 
popiſh purgatoꝛv, noꝛ any thing that can be done 
by others fo? ſoules departed, chat can doe them 
any good to eaſe oꝛ better thetr eſtate: ard final: 
ly that though here bee effercd vs great eneen» 
ragenient to good wozucs, vet here is nothing; to 
pꝛoue that wor?kes merite any thing at Gods 
hand. Al which doctrine and leſlons cur honors 
rable friend here denarted ( as Þ haue ſrom point 
to point ſhewed pou)hath alreadie found tric by 
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£ to ſet his example befoze vs, that wee map 
d followe him, that we may euery one of vs one 
day allo to Gods glozy and our own euerlaſting
